1 . THE CO-CHAIRMEN OF THE CONEERENCE AND OF THE 
COMMISSIONS MET ON JANUARY 26 AND 27 TO REVIEW PREPAR- 
ATIONS EOR THE WORK OF THE FOUR COMMISSIONS AFTER 
CONSULTATIONS WITH THE OTHER PARTICIPANTS IN THE 
CONFERENCE. THEY EXCHANGED VIEWS ON THE ORGANIZATION 
OF THE WORK OF THE COMMISSIONS, THE PARTICIPATION OF 
OBSERVERS AND THE TIMING OF COMMISSION MEETINGS. 

DISCUSSION OE THE LIST OF THE G-I9 

2. THE MEETING TOOK NOTE OF A LIST OF SUBJECTS PRE- 
PARED BY THE GROUP OP 19. DR. PEREZ-GUERRERO, IN 
PRESENTING THE LIST ON BEHALF OF THE GROUP, INDICATED 
THAT IT SUPERSEDED THE DOCUMENT SUBMITTED BY ALGERIA, 
SAUDI ARABIA, BRAZIL, INDIA, IRAN, VENEZUELA AND ZAIRE

ON OCTOBER 15, 1975. THE LIST PREPARED BY THE GROUP 
OF 19 WAS MADE A DOCUMENT OF THE CONEERENCE UNDER 
PARAGRAPH 6 OF THE FINAL COMMUNIQUE AND PARAGRAPH 14 
OF THE FINAL DECLARATION. THE APPROPRIATE SECTIONS OF 
THIS DOCUMENT WILL BE AVAILABLE TO EACH OF THE 
COMMISSIONS WHEN THEY MEET. 

3. DR. PEREZ-GUERRERO, SPEAKING ON BEHALP OP THE GROUP 
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OF 19, SAID THAT SOME OF THE SUBJECTS WHICH APPEARED 
IN THE LIST WERE INCLUDED TO RECORD THE POSITION OF 
THE GROUP OF 19 AND WERE NOT FOR DISCUSSION (FOR 
EXAMPLE, POINTS 2.10 AND 3.1 1). HE NOTED THE VIEW OF 
THE GROUP OF 19 THAT NATIONAL LEGISLATION WAS THE OVER- 
RIDING AUTHORITY WITH RESPECT TO SEVERAL POINTS IN 
THEIR LIST, IN PARTICULAR WITH RESPECT TO POINTS 1 .6 
AND 1.9. 

ORGANIZATION OF THE WORK OF THE COMMISSIONS 

4. IT WAS UNDERSTOOD THAT THE CO-CHAIRMEN OF THE 
CONEERENCE WOULD BE INFORMED OF ANY OTHER LISTS OF 
SUBJECTS OR SUGGESTIONS WHICH ARE SUBMITTED BY MEMBERS 
OF THE CONEERENCE INDIVIDUALLY OR IN GROUPS. IT WAS 
FURTHER UNDERSTOOD THAT EACH COMMISSION WOULD ESTABLISH 
ITS OWN PROGRAMME OF WORK. THE CO-CHAIRMEN OF ANY 
COMMISSION MAY WISH TO CONSULT THE CO-CHAIRMEN OF ANY 
OTHER COMMISSION REGARDING ANY AREAS OF COMMON INTEREST. 
IF IT APPEARS DESIRABLE, A MEETING OF THE CO-CHAIRMEN 
OF THE CONEERENCE AND OF THE COMMISSIONS MAY BE 
CONVENED TO FACILITATE THE WORK OF THE COMMISSIONS. 

PARTICIPATION OF OBSERVERS 
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5. THE MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE, IN PARAGRAPH 9 OF THE 
FINAL COMMUNIQUE, INVITED SPECIFIC INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
FUNCTIONAL ORGANIZATIONS WHICH ARE DIRECTLY CONCERNED

WITH THE PROBLEMS TO BE CONSIDERED TO BE REPRESENTED ON 
A PERMANENT BASIS IN THE RELEVANT COMMISSIONS. IT 
DECIDED THAT COMMISSIONS MAY ALSO INVITE APPROPRIATE 
INTERGOVERNMENTAL EUNCTIONAL ORGANIZATIONS TO 
PARTICIPATE AS OBSERVERS AD HOC IN THE EXAMINATION OF 
SPECIFIC QUESTIONS. 

6. THE CO-CHAIRMEN OF THE CONFERENCE AND OF THE 
COMMISSIONS CONCLUDED THAT IT WOULD BE USEFUL TO MAKE 
A NUMBER OF SUGGESTIONS REGARDING THE PARTICIPATION 
OF OBSERVERS IN COMMISSION MEETINGS, WHILE RECOGNIZING 
THAT EACH COMMISSION WOULD ITSELF TAKE THE NECESSARY 
DECISIONS. WITHOUT PREJUDGING THESE DECISIONS, THEY 
CONSIDERED THAT THE FOLLOWING INTERGOVERNMENTAL 
ORGANIZATIONS DESIGNATED IN PARAGRAPH 9 OF THE FINAL 
COMMUNIQUE WOULD IN ANY CASE BE ABLE TO MAKE A USEFUL 
CONTRIBUTION ON A PERMANENT BASIS TO THE VARIOUS 
COMMISSIONS: 

THE UN SECRETARIAT TO ALL FOUR COMMISSIONS; 
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OPEC AND THE lEA TO THE ENERGY COMMISSION; UNCTAD, 

THE OECD AND SELA TO THE RAW MATERIALS, DEVELOPMENT 
AND FINANCE COMMISSIONS; THE FAO AND GATT TO THE 
RAW MATERIALS AND DEVELOPMENT COMMISSIONS; THE UNDP 
AND UNIDO TO THE DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION; THE IMF TO 
THE FINANCE COMMISSION; THE IBRD TO THE DEVELOPMENT AND 
FINANCE COMMISSIONS. 

7. THESE SUGGESTIONS SHOULD NOT BE CONSIDERED 
NECESSARILY EXHAUSTIVE. 

8. AS THE WORK PROGRESSES ONE OR ANOTHER COMMISSION 
MAY DISCUSS A SUBJECT OF INTEREST TO AN INTERGOVERNMENT- 
AL ORGANIZATION DESIGNATED IN PARAGRAPH 9 OF THE FINAL 
COMMUNIQUE WHICH IS NOT A PERMANENT OBSERVER IN 

THAT COMMISSION. IN SUCH CIRCUMSTANCES, IT WOULD APPEAR 
REASONABLE TO ALLOW THAT ORGANIZATION TO PARTICIPATE 
AS AN OBSERVER IN THE EXAMINATION OF THOSE SPECIFIC 
QUESTIONS ON AN AD HOC BASIS. 

9. WITH REGARD TO THE RIGHT OF COMMISSIONS TO INVITE 
APPROPRIATE INTERGOVERNMENTAL FUNCTIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
(OTHER THAN THOSE MENTIONED ABOVE) TO PARTICIPATE AD HOC 
IN THE EXAMINATION OF SPECIFIC QUESTIONS, THE CO- 
CHAIRMEN RECOMMEND THAT THE COMMISSIONS TAKE PARTICULAR 
CARE WHEN EXERCISING THIS RIGHT TO ENSURE THAT AN 
APPROPRIATE BALANCE IS MAINTAINED BETWEEN THE NUMBER OF 
OBSERVERS AND OF MEMBERS OF THE CONFERENCE. 
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10. IT WAS THOUGHT APPROPRIATE THAT EACH ORGANIZATION 
BE LIMITED TO AT MOST TWO OBSERVER REPRESENT- 
ATIVES IN EACH COMMISSION. THE PARTICIPATION OP SUCH 
OBSERVER REPRESENTATIVES WOULD BE GOVERNED BY THE RULES 
OF PROCEDURE ADOPTED BY THE CONFERENCE (PARAGRAPH 13 

OF THE FINAL COMMUNIQUE). 

TIMING OP COMMISSION MEETINGS 

1 1 . THE CO-CHAIRMEN AGREED TO RECOMMEND TO THE 
COMMISSIONS A FRAMEWORK FOR THE MEETINGS OF THE 
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COMMISSIONS DURING THE FIRST HALF OF THE YEAR. IT 
WAS ENVISAGED THAT THE COMMISSION MEETINGS STARTING 
FEBRUARY 1 1 WOULD PR OCRED SIMULTANEOUSLY AND CONCLUDE 
FEBRUARY 20. EACH COMMISSION WOULD BE FREE TO CONCLUDE 
ITS WORK BEFORE EEBRUARY 20 OR EXTEND IT UP TO 
FEBRUARY 24 IF IT SO DECIDES. 

12. THE FRAMEWORK FOR SUBSEQUENT MEETINGS OE UP TO 
SEVEN WORKING DAYS WAS ENVISAGED AS EOLLOWS: 

(A) MARCH 17 - 27; 
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(B) APRIL 21 TO APRIL 28; 

(C) JUNE 8 TO JUNE 15; 

(D) JULY 12 TO JULY 17. 

THE PRECISE TIMING OF EACH COMMISSION WOULD BE 
ASCERTAINED THROUGH CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN THE 
APPROPRIATE CO-CHAIRMEN. THE CO-CHAIRMEN TOOK THE 
POSITION THAT SATURDAYS SHOULD BE REGARDED AS WORKING 
DAYS BY THE COMMISSIONS. 

13. THE POSSIBILITY OP A MEETING OF THE CONPERENCE 
AT THE LEVEL OP SENIOR OPPICIALS UNDER THE TERMS OP 
LIMITED OPPICIAL USE 
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PARAGRAPH 12 OP THE PINAL COMMUNIQUE DURING THE MONTH OF 

JUNE WAS DISCUSSED. SMHE CO-CHAIRMEN OP THE CONPERENCE 
INTEND TO HOLD CONSULTATIONS WITH ALL MEMBERS OP 
THE CONPERENCE REGARDING THE POSSIBILITY OP HOLDING 
SUCH A MEETING ON JUNE 16 TO 18.
